Safety Of 
‘The Pill’ 
Discussed 


WASHINGTON (A P)— A noted 
birth control specialist said to­ 
day women are in a grim race 
with laboratory animals to de­ 
termine the safety of the pill. 
“ The ultimate outcome of this 
race between 
dogs, monkeys 
and women can be anticipated 
by Informed observers only with 
great apprehension and con­ 
cern,” Dr. Roy Hertz told the 
Senate monopoly subcommittee. 
Hertz is chairman of the can­ 
cer task force of a Federal F ood 
and Drug Administration ad­ 
visory panel that twice has re ­ 
ported on the growing number 
of suspected hazards in taking 
oral contraceptives. 
Testifying on the second day 
of hearings into the safety of 
oral contraceptives, Hertz said 
it might take years to confirm 
suspected links between the pill 
and cancer of the breast and ut­ 
erus. 
But 
he said it would be a 
“ rare 
circumstance indeed ’ 
that would cause him to pre­ 
scribe most current pills. 
Hertz said much early testing 
of the pill had been misinter­ 
preted. He blamed fear of the 
population 
explosion and drug 
industry pressure for creating 
a worldwide enthusiasm that 
hampers “truly comprehensive 
and objective evaluation of its 
m erits and dem erits.” 
Although 
Hertz 
made only 
passing reference to the drug 
industry, another witness blam­ 
ed the drug makers for dispen­ 
sing “ untruthful and dangerous 
advice.” 
Kassouf 
also accused 
the 
American Medical Association 
of having a “ puzzling” record 
on birth control pills, refusing 
to publish or take note of some 
critical reports. 
In testifying on the risk of 
cancer, Hertz singled out the 
widely used 
synthetic female 
hormone estrogen and said the 
overwhelming m ass of studies 
had showed it caused cancer in 
mice, rats, rabbits, hamsters 
and dogs.

No Problem, But Why Wait? 


So Tehama County' doesn’t have much of a smog problem. 
There aren’t any trees dying. 
The rain falls or doesn’t fall 
pretty much as it always did. And the air is still mighty good to 
breathe — unless you’re caught in one of our infrequent traffic 
jam s or walking along a Red Bluff sidewalk on an unusually 
busy day. 
But is that any reason to wait until we do to start 
doing something about it. 
There are a lot of other places that 
wish they had done more before it happened. 


There is increasing evidence that smoke, combustion engine 
exhausts and other air pollutants are having far reaching effects. 
The Wall Street Journal nas reported that it has been discovered 
that when steel output goes up in Gary,Ind.,rain triggered by 
smoke from the mills falls in LaPorte, 30 miles downwind. 


Trees in the San Bernardino National Forest in southern 
California are reported dying. Loss of millions of dollars worth 
of farm crop production has been reported near Los Angeles. 
Effect on people’s health is incalculable. 
Furtherm ore, its not 
only the immediate effects that must be reckoned with. What 
effect the death of trees will have on climate and on erosion, for 
instance, is an unknown not to be ignored. 


And what has all that got to do with Tehama County, you ask. 
And you ask, why should we worry? Environment protection is 
already recognized as one of the most important problems facing 
us. Every politician is jumping on tne bandwagon. 


Those observations are true. 
Tehama County is less en­ 
dangered than many other places. Environment protection is being 
increasingly recognized as a m atter calling for immediate atten­ 
tion. 
A good many political leaders are urging it. But the fact 
remains that nothing has actually been done in Tehama County. 
So far there is no limit to the number of billowing smokestacks 
that could be built. 
Nothing is really known what effect they 
might have if they are in the future. Are plans being made to 
dispose of all waste without burning at some future time? 
Is there anything that can be done in the realm of street and 
highway planning that would be beneficial? 


Those are difficult and rather nebulous questions to wrestle 
with. 
But that does not make them less important. It behooves 
the people of this county to consider preventative measures now, 
while this is still a pleasant place to live, and in the wider sphere, 
to give hearty support to state and national leaders who take 
constructive action.

WASHINGTON - Frightening 
news for the eight million users 
of “ The Pill’' is contained in 
testimony that three medical 
men have prepared for Senate 
investigators. 
Their statements, submitted 
to Wisconsin Senator Gaylord 
Nelson's 
Investigators, warn 
that birth- control 
pills can 
cause blood clots, prolonged 
arthritis, and cancer of the 
breast and cervix. 
Dr. Thelma Dunn of the Na­ 
tional Cancer Institute, for in­ 
stance, has developed evidence 
that Envoid .n a daily liquid diet 
“ regularly produces cancer of 
the cervix in mice” when fed 
over a "very long period.” 
Dr. Roy Hertz, the former re ­ 
production research chief at the 
famed National Institute of Child 
Health and Human Development, 
descrities in his statement how 
Neonovum and Ethynerone pro­ 
duced "breast tumors. . . 
in 
anim als.” 
As 
a result, both pills have 
been withdrawn even from r e ­ 
search use. Yet Hertz warned 
that "the ostrogenic component 
of these two mixtures is iden­ 
tical with that contained in most 
of the preparations currently 
marketed, and the progestation­ 
al component is a close relative 
of the progestagens in the mix­ 
tures still widely sold.” 
The 
tests 
have 
filled "in ­ 
formed observers with great 
apprehension 
and 
concern,” 
said Hertz. 
Their testimony will be de­ 
livered at hearings, which Sen­ 
ator Nelson is conducting on the 
side effects of oral contracep­ 
tives. Although his office re ­ 
fused to release advance copies 
of the testimony, this column 
was able to get them by other 
means. 


FDA AND AMA FAULTED 
The 
forthcoming 
testimony 
will reveal serious failures by 
the Food and Drug Adm inistra­ 
tion to force adequate testing of 
birth-control pills. It will also 
accuse the American Medical 
Association 
of publishing a 
questionable 
article 
lauding 
“ The Pill” to win favor with a 
big advertiser. 
Dr. Hertz, in his advance text, 
reports that women starting on 
the pill frequently “ complain of 
increased fullness and sensiti­ 
vity of the b reasts.” This indi­ 
cates “ some type of tissue re ­ 
action is taking place,” and he 
urges "detailed scrutiny.” 
Hertz said the lack of real 
data about the pill and possible 
cancer 
is like the "situation 
with respect to the pill’s effect 
on ‘blood clots” just a few years 
ago.” Subsequently, blood clots 
have been acknowledged as a 
genuine 
danger 
In oral con­ 
traceptives. In fact, he said the 
inadequate 
knowledge 
about 
pills and cancer can be com­ 
pared with what was known about 
lung 
cancer 
and 
cigarettes 
before 
statistics 
established 
their relationship. 
"The estrogen - progestagen 
combinations do produce tu­ 
mors in dogs and m ice,” said 
Hertz. These substances are 
found In most oral contracep­ 
tives. 
Hertz declared; "I can visual­ 
ize only a rare circumstance 
indeed in which I would rec- 
commend estrogen -progesta­ 
gen mixtures for contraceptive 
use.”

PILL-MAKER 
Another statem ent, obtained by 
this column, was prepared for 
Senate Investigators by Dr. E d­ 
mond Kassouf of Cranford,N .J. 
As far back as 1961, he warned 
G, D, Searle Co., about a wom­ 
an who got phlebitis while ta k ­ 
ing birth control pills. The com - 
pany told him there was “ no 
evidence to Implicate thp p ill,” 
but Kassouf has been investiga­ 
ting ever since. 
In 
his 
statem ents, Kassouf 
quoted a Sept. 30, 1968, article 
in the Journal of the American 
Medical Associationby Dr. Vic­ 
tor Drill and David Calhoun of 
the G. D. Searle Co. They d e ­ 
clared "that U. S. data did not 
reveal a clotting or death ris k ,” 
a conclusion now disputed by the 
Food and Drug Administration. 
In the year before, other docu­ 
ments show, Searle had placed 
77 pages of advertisem ents in 
the Journal. 
Kassouf charged that lite ra ­ 
ture put out by Searle, O rtbo- 
Pharm aceutical 
and 
P ark e- 
Davis for women using the pill 
continue to “ mislead and m is­ 
inform .” 
He described a long history of 
Food and Drug Administration 
vacillation on the pill and said 
that it is now generally agreed 
that "m ajor 
pill clotting r e ­ 
actions” 
occur 
in one out of 
every 2,000 pill users each 
year.” 
Dr. Giles Bole Jr., associate 
professor ot internal medicine 
at the University of Michigan 
School, gave Senate investiga­ 
tors a report on his studies of 
arthritis and the pill. He w arn­ 
ed, 
however, that his findings 
are prelim inary. 


ARTHRITIS INVOLVED 
He told of surveys taken at 
the University of Michigan a r ­ 
thritis clinic. In the spr*ng of 
1967 a 24-year-old housewife 
on the pill reported mild rh eu ­ 
matic complaints. She stopped 
taking the pill "ami within six 
weeks all of her laboratory ab­ 
norm alities had disappeared.” 
A variety of surveys on wom­ 
en from ID to 4D generally bore 
out the results of the first w o­ 
m an's case. Dr. Bole said there 
was something of a dilemma on 
use of the pill because "we 
cannot 
ignore the overwhel­ 
ming importance of population 
control as a major social and 
medical problem for our age.” 
In addition, natural pregnancy 
can sometime worsen arthritic 
diseases. Nevertheless, he said 
a great deal of individual thought 
should 
lie given before using 
“ oral contraceptives inpatients 
with early or established rh eu ­ 
matic disease.” 


A fourth document, disputing 
the others, was prepared by 
Dr. Robert W. Kistner of the 
Harvard Medical School. He 
stated; 
"Only 
one 
decision 
stands; 
the pill is safe. It is 
safer than pregnancy but not as 
safe as continence.” 
Kistner said that "for every 
pill-induced death In B ritain, 
there are at least 1,500 cig ar­ 
ette-induced deaths. 
"T here 
is 
no statistically 
valid basis for linking the pill 
to the various forms of cancer 
that occur in the female,” said 
Kistner. 
The 
professional 
evidence 
which the Senate hearings will 
produce, however, are weighted 
three to one against The Pill.

One’s concern for a robust two- 
party system is entitled to a day 
off every now and then, so per­ 
mit us to enjoy the situation the 
Democrats are getting them­ 
selves into.

of Cambridge, M ass., 
called together a group of the 
faithful, whose tribe decreases, 
and are most of them able to 
meet in the apartment of Gloria 
Steinem, 
which is where the 
meeting was held on December 
19. 
The purpose of the assembly 
was to announce a Purge. 
It 
will be known in the history 
books, one assumes, as the 
Galbraith-Steinem Pact,where­ 
in it was determined that a 
single standard would be consul­ 
ted on the matter of the Corw 
giessional 
election 
of 1970. 
Namely, how does the Senator, 
or 
the Congressman, or the 
legislator, stand on Vietnam? 
If he is in favor of pulling out, 
he will get support from the Gal­ 
braith group — period. 
Now this development has dis­ 
tressed 
many 
people, 
for 
instance my brothers M essrs. 
Novak and Evans, who pointed 
out in a recent column that the 
effect of the Golb^aHlv-Steinem 
purge would be to decimate 
Congress, and remove from it 
several score Democrats who in 
all m atters except the Vietnam 
war are most impeccably liber­ 
al. 
To this report Mr. Galbraith 
has written a reply which we 
must assume is authorative, be­ 
cause he sent me a copy of it. 
He chooses to describe the Dem­ 
ocrats designated by Novak and 
Evans as “ pedigreed lapdogsof 
the Pentagon.” 
He points out, 
quite 
rightly, that Congress­ 
men, unlike professors, do not 
enjoy tenure, and that therefore 
it is up to the people to de­ 
cide whether they should be re­ 
jected, and never was there bet­ 
ter reason to reject them than 
in punishment for the Vietnam 
war. 
In such a category Mr. Gal­ 
braith is apparently prepared to 
put, for instance, Senator Henry 
Jackson (who, indeed, was of­ 
fered the post ot Secretary of 
Defense by Mr. Nixon, or so it 
is reported).

WHEN a sigmoid examina - 
ion is suggested by a doctor, 
•oes it mean that he is look- 
ng for a cancer of the in­ 
testine? I have been so fright­ 
ened by the idea that I have 
delayed going for alm ost six 
months.

Dear Mr. S. : 
The sigmoid is 
a 
portion 
of 
the l a r g e in­ 
testine leading 
to t h e rectal 
opening. Even- 
complete e x - 
animation i n - 
eludes a rectal 
ex am in atio n , 
e s p e c i a l l y in 
patients above 
the age of 30. 
Occasionally, a special type 
of examination of this part of 
the large bowel is done with 
an instrument called the sig­ 
moidoscope, through w h i c h 
the lining of the large intes­ 
tine can be carefully examined. 
The fact that your doctor 
suggested t h i s examination 
simply means that he wants 
to rule out trouble in this 
area. It certainly does not 
mean that you have a cancer. 
This misconception occurs fre­ 
quently In patients. When a 
doctor orders an X-ray of the 
chest, he does so in order to 
see if any disease or disorder 
is present. He does not order 
an X-ray of the chest “to find 
a cancer.” 
Similarly, a blood study, a 
kidney test, a cardiogram, or 
any of a hundred other tests 
are used as aids in diagnosis 
and should not be a source of 
alarm to those patients who 
are being tested. 
Your fear has been unneces­ 
sary and hangs over your head 
as a threat when you might 
have been spared this anxiety. 
Had you asked the same ques­ 
tion of your doctor, you would 
have been reassured & long 
time ago and had the advan­ 
tage of a completed examina­ 
tion.

Is there any adyantage to 
having vitamin injections over 
taking them by mouth? 
Mrs. S. L., Nebraska 
Dear Mrs. L.: Unless there 
is a specific vitamin deficiency 
for which i n j e c t i o n s are 


recommended by the doc tot 
taking them by mouth usuall 
satisfies the body’s need ft 
daily requirements. A goc 
illustration of the need for 
vitamin injections is for the 
control of pernicious anemia 
In such cases, the vitamin in­ 
jections are reinforced by a 
highly nutritious diet. 
I have stated before that I 
am distressed by over-priced 
vitamins that serve no greater 
function than those of rea­ 
sonable cost. There are some 
physicians who actually be­ 
lieve that vitamins stay longer 
in the body when taken by 
mouth t h a n t h e y do when 
given by injection. 
There is a vast group of 
people, especially those in the 
theater, who are prone to such 
attitudes, w h o believe t h a t 
regular vitamin B shots are 
the only way they can get 
through a day’s work. I do 
not believe that this has any 
scientific validity.

Can medicine be put on the 
fingers of children who insist 
on biting their nails? Is this 
a g o o d w a y to break the 
habit ?

Dear Mrs. B.: Nail biting 
in children or adults is evi­ 
dence of some inner tension 
or nervousness. It is much 
wiser to seek ( the cause of 
these tensions and eliminate 
them than to apply unpleasant 
medicines to the nails. This 
obviously is the improper ap­ 
proach for high-strung chil­ 
dren who need support rather 
than punishment.

D r. H ertz, in his advance text, 
re p o rts that women starting on 
the pill frequently “ complain of 
increased, fullness and se n siti­ 
vity of the b re a sts.” This Indi­ 
cates “ some type of tissue r e ­ 
action is taking place,” and he 
u rges “ detailed scrutiny.** 
H ertz said the lack of real 
data about the pill and possible 
cancer 
is like the “ situation 
with resp e ct to the p ill’s effect 
on 'blood clots "Ju st a few years 
ago.” Subsequently, blood clots 
have been acknowledged, as a 
genuine 
danger 
in oral con­ 
tracep tiv es. In fact, he said the

H ertz declared; “ I can visual­ 
ize only a rare clr cum stance 
indeed in which I would re c - 
com m end estrogen -progesta­ 
gen m ixtures for contraceptive 
u se .”

Another statement, obtainedh> 
this column, was prepared for 
senate Investigators by Dr. Ed­ 
mond Kassouf of Cranford, N J .

He described a long history of 
Food and Drug A dm inistration 
vacillation on the pill and said 
that it Is now generally agreed

every 2,000 ptll 
u se rs each 
year,*' 
D r. G iles Bole J r ., associate 
professor ot internal medicine 
at the University of Michigan 
School,, 'gave Senate investiga­ 
to rs a report on his studies of 
arth ritis and the pill. He w arn­ 
ed, 
however, that his findings 
are preliminary. 


ARTHRITIS INVOLVED 
He told of surveys taken at 
the University of Michigan a r ­ 
th ritis clinic. In the s p r‘ng of 
1967 a 24-year-old housewife 
on the pill reported mild rheu­ 
m atic com plaints. She stopped 
taking the pill “ anu within six 
weeks all of her laboratory ab­ 
norm alities had d isap p eared .'’ 
A variety of surveys on worn - 
en from 15 to 45 generally bore 
out the resu lts of the first wo­ 
m an's case. D r. Bole said there 
was something of a dilem m a on. 
use 
of the pill because “ we 
cannot 
ignore the overwhel­ 
ming im portance of population 
control as a m ajor social and 
m edical problem for our age.” 
In addition, natural pregnancy 
can. som etim e w orsen arthritic 
diseases. N evertheless, he said 
a great deal of individual thought

T his misconception, occurs fre­ 
quently in patient*. W hen a 
doctor orders an X -ray of the 
chest, he does so in order to 
see if any disease or disorder 
is present. He does not order 
an X -rav of the chest “to find 
a cancer." 
Sim ilarly, a blood study, a 
kidney test, a cardiogram , or 
any of a hundred other tests 
are used as aids in diagnosis 
and should not be a source of 
alarm to those patients, who 
are being tested. 
Your fear has been unneces­ 
sary and hangs over your bead 
as a th reat when you m ight 
have been spared this anxiety.

Reagan School Lunch 
Program Proposal 
Runs Into Criticism

SACRAMENTO (AP)— 
Gov. 
Reagan’s proposed $20 million 
school lunch program for needy 
children has been criticized by a 
Democratic 
senator as based 
on “ sham” and “ falsehood.” 
hood.” 
The Republican governor told 
his news conference Tuesday he 
is sending an urgency m easure 
to the legislature to provide up 
to $20 million In federal, state 
and local funds for school lunch­ 
es through June 1971. 
The state cost would be $6 
million and the rest would be 
in federal and local matching 
funds. Reagan estimated the 
program would reach 400,000 
hungry or malnourlsheu ch il­ 
dren from families on welfare. 


Reagan said the program was 
the result of a pilot project stu ­ 
dy conducted with$500,000con­ 
tained in a school lunch bill 
sponsored by Sen. George M os- 
cone of San Francisco, the Sen­ 
ate Democratic leader, in 1969. 


Moscone said that if Reagan 
contends the money went for a 
pilot study, “ that’s a blatant 
falsehood.’.* 
And he said any contention by 
the governor that Moscone’s 
bill didn’t provide the matching 
federal funds “ is a sham .” 
As passed by the legislature, 


Moscone’s bill provided $5 m il­ 
lion for the program. Reagan 
signed the bill but used his veto 
power to cut the appropriation 
from $5 million to $500,000. 
He said the bill was faulty be­ 
cause of “ m echanicaldefects." 
Moscone 
said, 
“ He 
never 
would have thought of school 
lunch program s if the Demo­ 
crats hadn’t had one. There was 
not one word in the state of the 
state m essage about it.” 
Moscone 
has submitted a $3 
million bill in this session to 
provide free school lunches to 
the poor during the rest of the 
fiscal year. A similar program 
was proposed by the seven R e­ 
publicans and six Democrats on 
the Assembly Health and W el­ 
fare Committee Monday. 
The committee chairman, As­ 
semblyman Gord W. Duffy, R - 
Hanford, told a news conference 
Monday that the low level of 
welfare aid to families with d e ­ 
pendent children requires p e r­ 
sons to cheat in order to keep 
their children properly fed. 
A reporter asked Reagan what 
he would do if he found him self 
in that position. 
Reagan said he didn’t think 
there was “ a parent any place 
that isn’t going to be pretty 
desperate and do whatever he 
can to provide for his child­ 
ren."

volve unilateral action on his 
part or settlement by lottery, 
through a series of blind draws. 
The commissioner has a few 
other methods at his disposal, 
which include “ locking them 
up” as he did during the eight, 
month hassle over the grouping 
of the new American Confer, 
ence.

Cleveland will compete with 
Pittsburgh, Houston and Cincin. 
naii in one division. 
Kansas 
City, Oakland, San Diego and 
Denver will comprise another. 
Baltimore joins Buffalo,Boston, 
Miami and the New York Jets 
in a five-team division. 
Attempts to shift the 13 N FL 
holdovers have run into all sorts 
of problems, including geogra­ 
phy, weather, stadium size, gate 
potential, and competitive abil. 
ity. Owners are reluctant tobe 
put into a division which figures 
to be dominated by a powerful 
club for any length of time. 
Asked if the Super Bowl had 
changed this sentiment about

Today’s meeting was the fifth 
the NFL owners have had on re­ 
alignment since last May when 
Cleveland, Baltimore and Pitts, 
burgh of the old NFL agreed to 
switch to the new American 
Conference. 
Cleveland will compete with 
Pittsburgh, Houston and Cincin­ 
nati in one division. 
Kansas 
City, Oakland, San Diego and 
Denver will comprise another. 
Baltimore joins Buffalo,Boston, 
Miami and the New York Jets 
in a five-team division. 
Attempts to shift the 13 NFL 
holdovers have run into all sorts 
of problems, including geogra­ 
phy, weather, stadium size, gate 
potential, and competitive abil­ 
ity. Owners are reluctant to be 
put into a division wMch figures 
to be dominated by a powerful 
club for any length of tim e.

Stores Open On Sunday 
slide 
Growing Trend Across U.S. 


By WAYNE EISENMAN 
NEW YORK (A P )- It’s Sun­ 
day and tho cash registers are 
ringing In Larry Voet’s super­ 
market, but to him they don’t 
have the same musical chime as 
on weekdays. 
“ I don’t think anybody likes 
working on Sundays,” Voetsaid 
watching a woman squeeze a 
head oí lettuce then toss it back 
on the pile. 
Like It or not, Voet, manager 
of an Albers supermarket in 
Cincinnati, and other retailers 
across the nation are faced with 
a growing trend to remain open 
on Sundays. 
“ Our store stays open only be­ 
cause others are open, . . it’s 
a chain reaction,” he said. 
Even 
old-line 
department 
stores — pressed by compet­ 
ition and an apparent demand by 


shoppers for a place to buy on 
weekends — are staying open 
on the traditional day of rest. 
“Our stores will remain open 
only In areas where our major 
competitors . . . keep their 
stores open . . . ” said a J.c. 
Penney spokesman. 
Penney, Montgomery Ward 
and Sears Roebuck experiment­ 
ed with Sunday sales in some 
stores for the first time late 
last year and say they Intend 
to continue the practice. 
Sunday has a marked advan­ 
tage to some shoppers. 
Husbands who commute be­ 
tween suburb and city and ac­ 
company their wives to help 
make decisions on major pur­ 
chases, and excursions through 
rambling department stores 
take the form of Sunday outings 
for the whole family. 


One-car families and working 
wives like Sunday shopping, re­ 
ports a Food Fair market man­ 
ager In Los Angeles. Business 
Is “ especially heavy Friday 
nights and coutlnuea through 
the weekend,” when the ear Is 
available, he said. 


But opening either large or 
small stores on Sunday Is not 
as simple as it might seem. 
The extra work day is expen­ 
sive and can cut into the profits 
from increased sales — If they 
do, In fact, increase. 


And many states have “blue 
laws.” These are so-called be­ 
cause the severe moral dictates 
of 18th Century Connecticut Pu­ 
ritans were bound In a blue 
book. The blue laws restrict 
sales of many Items on the Sab­ 


bath. 
Blue laws have been modified 
over the years and frequently 
have been the center of legis­ 
lative controversy. 
In Kentucky, for example, it 
is legal to buy a glass of milk 
on Sunday, but not a full bot­ 
tle. You can buy a cooked ham­ 
burger but not a frozen one. 


In Massachusetts food may 
be sold only by farmers or 
stores which during the week 
employ not more than three 
persons, including the owner. 
In spite of blue laws, some 
merchants have been deter­ 
mined to open on Sundays, with 
varying results. 
In Hopkinsville, Ky., for ex­ 
ample, the S. H. Kress Co., was 
recently fined $50 for violating 
the state’s Sunday closing law. 


Student Fee Plan 
Draws Criticism 


Welding Course 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Sev. 
eral regents are critical of the 
student fee plan advanced by 
Charles Hitch, president of the 
University of California. 
“ I oppose this,” regent Wil. 
liam Forbes had declared the 
day after Hitch suggested sti* 
dent fees be increased by $180 
next fall and another $180 by 
faU of 1971. 
“ Our public university should 
be supported as it has been 
in the past, by all the people 
of California, who have a per. 
sonal income of $89 billion this 
year,” said Forbes, a Los An. 
geles businessman. 
The plan “will face very seri. 
ous constitutional questions," 
said regent William Coblentz, 
in a memo to fellow regents. 
Coblentz, a San Francisco at* 


,.-.ed it “ a etate ac. 
tion which bears with special 
weight upon the poor.” 
The proposal “would raise a 
new barrier to the economic 
advance of the lower . middle 
class,” declared regent Fred 
Dutton. 
He said total living 
costs are already $2,400 a year 
per student and that .another 
$300 or so “ can be the straw 
that breaks the average fam. 
ily's back—and a young per. 
son's further education.” 


Gov. Reagan and other re­ 
gents have long debated an in­ 
crease in student charges—with 
major discussions on whether 
to call any increases “ tuition.” 
The nine-campus UC system is 
now tuition-free, having “fees” 
instead. 


Conflict-Of-Interest 
Lows Are Proposed 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — Re- 
publican leaders of the legisla, 
ture have proposed sweeping 
new conflict-of-interest and fi. 
nancial disclosure laws cov. 
ering all public officials and 
civil service employes in Calif­ 
ornia. 
The proposal of Assembly 
Speaker Robert T. Monagan of 
Tracy and Senate President pro 
tern Howard Way of Exeter im. 
mediately won the endorsement 
of Republican Gov. Reagan. 
The idea, Way and Monagan 
told a news conference, is to 
pass the new comprehensive 
law before April 15 when public 
officials must report certain fi­ 


nancial holdings under a con. 
flict-of-interest law enacted last 
year. 
That law, sponsored by As. 
sembly 
Democratic Leader 
Jesse M. Unruh, was criticized 
by Monagan and Way as vague 
and confusing. 
Way said the idea of the new' 
law Is to “ assure the people of 
open government, fair govern­ 
ment and a government that is 
responsive to the people.” 
Monagan said provisions of 
the new law sponsored by Un­ 
ruh, a Democratic candidate for 
governor, were inequitable. The 
law requires officials to list all 
investments of over $10,00<l 


Lethal Gas Shipment To Oregon 
Protested By Governor, Congressmen 
SALEM, Ore. (AP) - Ore­ 
gon Gov. Tom McCall is going 
bo make what may be a final ap­ 
peal to President Nixon to halt 
the shipment of lethal gas from 
Okinawa to Oregon. 
McCall has told a news con. 
ference that he protested to 
msoa Dec. 5 and has beard from 
Defensa Secretary Melvin Laird 
who said he spoke for the Pres, 
ident in affirming that the ship­ 
ment will take place.

WASHINGTON (A P)- One of 
the first fights facing Con­ 
gress when it goes backtowork 
next week centers around for ­ 
eign aid, a controversial pro.

The battle will he joined over 
a proposed $54.5 million for a 
squadron of jet fighters for Na­ 
tionalist China. 
Just before the first session of 
the 91st Congress ended last 
month, the House approved a 
compromise $1.8 billion foreign 
aid appropriations bill that In­ 
cluded money for the jets. But 
the Senate rejected the bill thus 


delaying final action until the 
second session which begins 
Monday. 
House-Senate conferees will 
have only about two weeks to 
work out a bill acceptable to 
both branches before expiration 
of a separate resolution con­ 
tinuing appropriations for the 
global aid program, although 
Congress could extend that res­ 
olution if the issue isn’t resol­ 
ved. 
While the issue turns on jets 
for Nationalist China this year, 
a study of the foreign aid pro­ 
gram’s history shows it has met 
increasing opposition even as 
Congress has whittled away at 
the appropriations to finance it.

Welfare Recipients 
May Get Medical 
Care For Pets 


LOS ANGELES (A P)- Los An­ 
geles residents on welfare al­ 
ready get free medical care. 
Their pets soon may get the 
same through a private found­ 
ation. 
Officials say that more than 
half the 610,000 persons re­ 
ceiving welfare in Los Angeles 
County own pets, and that many 
sick and injured animals suffer 
and die because their owners 
can’t afford veterinarians’ fees. 
Giving pets free care is the 
aim of a new foundation- ad­ 
ministered project. 
Veterinarians have agreed to 
bill for costs only, donating 
their time. 
Harry Malden, executive di­ 
rector of the Animal Health 
Foundation of California, which 
will administer the program, 
announced its inauguration at a 
news conference Monday. 
Maiden said the foundation will 
solicit $200,000 , and the pro­ 
gram will begin as soon as 
$20,000 has been raised. 


The program, which had Its be - 
ginnlngs In the Marshall Plan 
after World Warn, has been de­ 
scribed alternatively as an im­ 
portant arm of U. S. foreign 
policy and as a handout, give­ 
away venture. 
It has undergone a series of 
name and direction changes, 
none of which has stifled the op­ 
position. Some contend its prob­ 
lems stem from the fact that the 
program has no basic consti­ 
tuency in Congress and thus 
poses an easy mark for any 
member who wants to vote for 
budgetary reductions. 
In any event, foreign aid has 
steadily lost favor with the 
members. When the House in 
1957 voted to authorize $3.3 bil­ 
lion for foreign aid —thencall­ 
ed Mutual Security—themargin 
was 100 votes. Ten years later 
the authorization bill passed 
by only eight votes. In 1969, 
when the spending ceiling was 
down to the $1.9 billion, the vote 
margin had slipped to just 13 
on final passage. 
Authorization bills tradition­ 
ally run the congressional gaun­ 
tlet first. These set spending 
ceilings for the program. Then 
come the actual appropriations 
bills to provide the money. 
There normally are fights on 
both fronts. 
Both the first session of this 
Congress found the authoriza­ 
tion and appropriation m eas­ 
ures floating around the legisla­ 
tive halls at the same time, 
compounding both the argu­ 
ments and the confusion. 
The 1969 fight quickly cen­ 


tered around the jet fighters for 
Taiwan. The Nixon administra­ 
tion didn’t ask for the jets, but 
the House acted on its own and 
added the provision to its ver­ 
sion of the authorization bill. 
The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee wasted no time in 
knocking the authority out of 
the bill, along with a special 
$50 million in military aid for 
South Korea. 
The Senate followed its com­ 
mittee’s lead and so did House- 
Senate conferees. The Taiwan 
jets and extra South Korean aid 
went by the boards, but not for 
long. 
Led by Rep. Otto E. Pass­ 
man, D-La., chairman of the 
Appropriations subcommittee 
on foreign operations, the House 
promptly passed an appropria­ 
tions bill that Included both 
provisions despite the fact that 
neither had authorization. The 
Senate, with Sen. J. W. Ful- 
bright, D-Ark., chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee, leading the way, just as 
promptly cut the money out of 
the bill, as it had done with the 
authorization. But this time, the 
House - Senate conferees ac­ 
cepted the House version. The 
House then passed the compro­ 
mise bill, but the Senate voted 
it down, and returned It to the 
conferees, who will go back to 
work on It next week.

Search For Downed Aircraft

Friday at 11:58 a.m .,Red Bluff 
FAA 
Flight 
Service 
radio 
crackled with the final broken 
transm ission from Bing C hris­ 
tiansen in his Cherokee 180, 
“ iced up, losing altitude.” 
Records Indicate that the low 
wing single engine Piper C her­ 
okee N7960W left Medford a ir ­ 
port at 9:10 a.m., on a flight 
south with Christensen and two 
passengers, Wilfred Gale and 
Jo* Dahl. With a 40-knot head 
wind the plane should have been 
cruising at approximately 85 to 
90 mph. 
At 10 a.m. Christiansen check­ 
ed in with Montague radio with 
the comment “ about on sche­ 
dule.” 
Rad Bluff Flight Service ra­ 
dio received its first tran sm is­ 
sion from Christiansen at 11:54 
a.m., indicating he was at 8,500 
feet and losing altitude. At 11;55 
а.m., Christiansen requested a 
heading and reported he was in a 
sleet storm. He was asked to 
turn to a heading of 135 degrees. 
At 11;56 a#m. Red Bluff radio 
requested he change frequency, 
shortly thereafter Red Bluff re ­ 
ceived his final transmission, 
they feel the plane was below 
б,500 feet. 
Assuming 
Christiansen was 
able to maintain a speed of 85 
mph, he should have been over 
Red 
Bluff 
at 
approximately 
10:45 a.m. 
Red Bluff radio was able to get 
a fix with their radio direction 
finder while Christiansen was 
broadcasting. The finder show­ 
ed he was at a position of be­ 


tween 310 and 315 degrees from 
Red Bluff. A line drawn on a 
map from Red Bluff at 315 de­ 
grees will intersect the town of 
Fort Jones in Siskiyou County. 
Red Bluff radio knew in what 
direction the plane was, the d i­ 
rection it was flying, but not 
its distance from Red Bluff. 
At approximately 12 noon, a 
Trinity County road department 
employe sitting in his truck near 
Douglas City, waiting for an­ 
other county truck, heard what 
he thought to be the other truck. 
However 
no vehicle passed on 
the 
highway. 
Later when he 
heard the report of the downed 
plane, he gave the informa­ 
tion to Trinity County Sheriff 
Tom Kelly. 
The Civil Air Patrol attempted 
to put search planes in the air 
on Saturday. Flying conditions 
since 
Friday 
have kept 
all 
search planes on the ground or 
close to their airports. Sheriff 
Kelly has taken 
off several 
times 
with his Cessna Sky­ 
lane but had been unable to get 
out of «he valley. 
Tuesday, Wayne Nutsch, K ee- 
aireo Inc. attempted to pilot a 
rescue helicopter north. High 
winds and rain turned him back 
at the mountains. 
A number of volunteers are 
driving the back roads since the 
plane was reported down. Cap­ 
tain Snow, of the Redding Police 
Department 
and 
head of the 
Shasta 
County 
Four-Wheel 
Drive Club, put his organi­ 
zation into the search on Sun­ 
day. 
Undersheriff 
Ted 
Laag of 
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Trinity County indicated he had 
tried 
to 
discourage ground 
search by individuals not ex­ 
perienced in the woods. Sheriff 
Kelly said he was ready to put 
men into any area where a 
concrete lead shows the plane 
may be. Weather has hampered 
an air search of any kind. A 
break in the current weather 
pattern 
yesterday 
perm it­ 
ted Sheriff Tom Kelly to fly 
search patterns for some three 
hours. Red Bluff radio indica­ 
ted that Christensen was on a 
heading of 170 degrees although 
they had advised him to turn to 
a heading of 135 degrees. 
Sheriff 
Kelly says he will 
concentrate his search today 
in the vicinity of 8,400 foot 
Gipson Peak, and Granite Peak 
in northern Trinity County. 
Relatives and members of the
